
Fear For 
Felines & Five 
Lanes Heard

The Berea City Council again heard from 
property owners on Highway 25N about the 
proposed five-lane construction design that 
the state has submitted. Since many owners 
viewed the plans, and realized that the new 
design would take away a great deal of their 
parking, they have organized to try to stop the 
current design and get a smaller project going. 

Chuck Conley, a residential property owner 
on Highway 25N, addressed city council first, 
"It seems to be the council was unaware of the 
contentiousness of the issue. My real question 
at this point is if there is a reason why a 5-lane 
won't work, what can we do besides fuss and 
fight." 

The Kentucky Department of Transportation 
already owns the right-of-way that they are 
proposing to take to expand the current two 
lane highway to five. It had been purchased 
back in the late 1940s, when the highway was 
first constructed. Since that time, practically all 
property owners adjacent to the highway have 
built on to the state owned land, many of them 
unknowingly. 

Dan Sipple from Sipple's Chiropractic stated 
that he felt disheartened, since no one had vis¬ 
ited his business to speak to him, and unsup¬ 
ported by the city council members. 

Richard Bellando responded strongly to Sip¬ 
ple's complaints, stating, "There's not a per¬ 
son on this council who didn't hear you, who 
doesn't support you." 

Others informed Sipple that they had been 
speaking to City Administrator Randy Stone 
about the concerns of the property owners, as

Wildfires 
Threatening 
Berea's Forests

Though it seems too early to worry about 
wildfires or forest fires, the fact is the spring 
fire hazard season started on February 15. 
Even with the wet conditions of the last sev¬ 
eral months, there have already been 50 fires in 
Kentucky that have burned almost 1,500 acres. 

"Forest fires are a relatively common occur¬ 
rence in Kentucky," Clint Patterson said, the 
Berea College forester, who pointed out that 
last year there were over 1,800 forest fires in 
Kentucky with over 54,000 acres burned.

I remember a short sto¬ 
ry in English class when 
I was young, perhaps in 
middle school or upper 
elementary. The details 
are a little vague in my 
mind, but there was a 
group of men in a lifeboat, 
after their ship sank. The 
story started out with one 
man in charge, holding a 
gun on all the others, to 
protect the drinking wa¬ 
ter. Their dire thirst was 
making them somewhat 
crazed, and he was doll¬ 
ing it out to make it last. 

One aggressive char¬ 
acter was watching him 
closely, because he knew 
the guy in charge would 
have to fall asleep even¬ 
tually. Well, he did fall 
asleep, and when he 
keeled over and the 
aggressive character 
pounced to get the wa¬ 
ter, the in charge guy said 
something like, "take over 
cap'n". When he woke 
up, he found the aggres¬ 
sive character holding the 
gun on all the other guys, 
keeping them from drink¬ 
ing all the water. 

The moral, as we were 
to understand it, was 
that perspective changed 
when roles changed. The 
adversary fighting for his 
own survival became the 
lead¬ 


er who had to insure the 
survival of all. 

I didn't understand 
this as a kid. It's a sim¬ 
ple concept, but difficult 
to apply to our under¬ 
standing — when we 
become responsible for 
something, our relation¬ 
ship to it can, and should, 
completely change. 

I was reminded of this 
moral at the city council 
meeting this week, as dif¬ 
ferent property owners 
spoke about their con¬ 
cerns and frustrations 
with the proposed rede¬ 
sign of Highway 25N into 
five lanes. 

It struck me that Berea 
residents, and property 
owners, can freely advo¬ 
cate for what they want 
- whether bike lanes, the 
future of their business or 
a turn lane instead of the 
proposed five lanes. But 
the city council members 
as leaders of the city are in 
a very different role. They 
have to look at the whole, 
and evaluate what's best 
in terms of traffic, the 
businesses along the 25N 
highway and safety of 
drivers. The whole issue 
is not as clear cut from a 
broad perspective, as it is 
from an individual per¬ 
spective. 

My favorite local phar¬ 
macy is down there, along 
with my mechanic and 
the car dealership where 
I bought my last car. It's 
a great corridor of local 
Berea businesses, and I 
don't want to see even 
one of them suffer. On 


the other hand. I've also 
been held up coming out 
of Save-A-Lot, and gotten 
pretty frustrated every 
time I want to make a left 
hand turn onto the high¬ 
way. And I've had my 
own share of close calls as 
vehicles lurch on and off 
the highway. Would turn 
lanes solve the problem? 
Would a three lane solve 
the problem? I have a lot 
of questions, and I would 
be uneasy if the city 
council members rushed 
into any kind of pledges 
of support. 

And there's the larg¬ 
er concern of the state 
owned right-of-way. 
There's a lot of private 
development built on 
land that is state owned, 
and that will continue to 
be the reality whether the 
highway is three, four or 
five. 

I wish that weren't the 
case; I wish these busi¬ 
nesses didn't face this 
hammer coming down. 
But they are facing it, and 
it will be tricky negotiat¬ 
ing through all the differ¬ 
ent threads of this tangled 
picture. But as with un¬ 
raveling any tangle, it's 
best done with patience, 
time and gentle hands, 
since pulling and tugging 
leads to more snarls and 
intractable knots. 

Perhaps we should all 
act as if someone told us, 
"take over, cap'n," and 
we worked to insure the 
well-being of all in our 
fair city.

Since we're close to the 
Bluegrass Army Depot, I 
thought it would be ap¬ 
propriate to recognize a 
unique accomplishment in 
American military history. 
Of course, it also has to do 
with trees. 

During The Great War, 
later called World War I, 
the importance of aircraft 
in warfare became appar¬ 
ent. Just a few years af¬ 
ter the first airplane was 
invented by the Wright 
brothers, these fragile, 
wooden crafts began to be 
transformed into fighting 
machines by American and 
European military forces. 

The best wood for man¬ 
ufacturing airplanes was 
Sitka spruce. According 
to General Brice P. Disque, 
in 1919, "Sitka spruce, gen¬ 
erally found in scattering 
clumps of trees in the for¬ 
est of the Pacific North¬ 
west, proved to be the best

of all wood in a combina¬ 
tion of the necessary quali¬ 
ties of lightness, strength, 
resiliency, long and tough 
fiber, and would not splin¬ 
ter when struck by a rifle 
bullet." 

The United States was 
at a distinct advantage 
over the European pow¬ 
ers in that huge quantities 
of the best timber for air¬ 
plane construction were at 
its disposal in the Pacific 
Northwest. However, get¬ 
ting these enormous trees, 
grown mainly on steep, 
remote mountainsides, to 
the processing mills was 
another matter. 

To make the situation 
worse, timber work¬ 
ers were on strike at this 
time. General Disque, af¬ 
ter studying the dilemma, 
concluded that resolving 
the lumber situation was 
crucial to the defeat of the 
Central Powers, and rec¬ 
ommended that an Army 
division be employed to 
do the work themselves. 

Beginning with the U.S. 
Army Signal Corps., the 
Spruce Production Divi¬ 
sion was formed, and by 
May of 1918, a force of over 
28,000 soldiers was busy at 


work transforming the gi¬ 
ant trees into lumber. A 
monumental feat in engi¬ 
neering and ingenuity, the 
Spruce Division's use of 
trucks and cars is credited 
as the first large scale use 
of motor vehicles in the Pa¬ 
cific Northwest. 

Needless to say, the Allies 
won the war and combat 
soldiers who had fought 
in Europe returned home. 
Soldiers serving in the 
Army's Spruce Division in 
the forests of Oregon and 
Washington, though never 
leaving America, were no 
less heroes of the war. 

About ten years ago, my 
family and I, while visiting 
relatives in Oregon, saw 
the largest known Sitka 
spruce at the time. The 
top of the tree was blown 
out in a storm in 2007, but 
when we saw the tree it 
was two hundred feet tall. 
The tree is still alive, and 
measures seventeen feet in 
diameter. It is believed to 
be about six hundred years 
old. 

Let's remember our vet¬ 
erans, recognize the im¬ 
portance of our forests and 
honor them both.

well as driving down 
there and viewing the situ¬ 
ation for themselves. 

Vi Farmer said from her 
experience in local govern¬ 
ment that, "things take a 
long time, longer than we 
would want." 

When city council mem¬ 
ber Ronnie Terrill asked 
Mayor Steve Connelly to 
confirm that he was be¬ 
hind and supportive of the 
property owners, Connelly 
encouraged the council 
to be careful and discreet 
when considering the situ¬ 
ation. 

"We can not rush to 
judgment . . . We need 
to listen to the citizens 
who are affected,the state 
and others who are not 
as directly affected. We 
shouldn't become as Ron¬ 
nie suggests cheerleaders," 
Connelly said. "We need to 
get all the information and 
weigh the pros and cons." 

Things became a bit 
heated between Sipple and 
Connelly at one point, as 
Sipple complained that he 
wasn't hearing support 
from the mayor like he was 
from the council members. 
Different people including 


the mayor and some coun¬ 
cil members stated that 
they would like to lower 
the animosity and work 
through the process. 

Eddie Evans of Evans 
Tire and Auto asked when 
the project would start, 
since he was concerned 
that he may look out and 
see them constructing this 
spring. Stone assured him 
that despite the project be¬ 
ing slated for this spring, it 
would probably not begin 
until the spring of 2013. 

Stone addressed the 
property owners at one 
point, stating that city 
government tried to repre¬ 
sent the people to the best 
of their ability, but they 
would never make every¬ 
body happy. Along with 
the concerns of property 
owners, the biking com¬ 
munity has weighed in 
on the project as well with 
some asking for a separate 
lane strictly for bikes. 

Stone also reported that 
District 7 has decided to 
run a model for a three 
lane section that would ba¬ 
sically turn into the space 
for a four lane. 

Larry Linville from Lin- 
ville Insurance gave some 
information to the city 
council that he had collect¬ 
ed on traffic counts as well 
as data he had collected 


on how much time it took 
to transverse Highway 25. 
With a stop watch, he trav¬ 
eled back and forth on Feb. 
17 between Ellipse Street 
and the Bypass on High¬ 
way 25 to see how long it 
took. Between 7:18 a.m. 
and 5:30 p.m., he took the 
route 16 times at various 
times of the day. He report¬ 
ed that it never took longer 
than three minutes and 40 
seconds to travel. 

"I don't see a big traffic 
problem with this, folks," 
Linville stated. 

He also reminded coun¬ 
cil members that the traffic 
count for Highway 25 has 
been declining the last 15 
years. In 1997, the traffic 
count was 17,600,16,500 in 
2002, 14,000 in 2005, 11,700 
in 2008 and 13,615 in 2011. 

When council member 
Virgil Burnside asked Lin¬ 
ville if he saw a concern 
with the getting in and out 
of businesses on Highway 
25, he stated that he did. 

"I don't support a three 
lane," Linville said, who re¬ 
ported that he filed a great 
deal insurance claims on 
a three lane, since people 
would drive right through 
it instead of using it as a 
turning lane. He instead 
supported putting some 
different turning lanes in 
at different points. 


Robert Johnson ad¬ 
dressed the mayor about 
his comments at the last 
city council meeting, 
where the mayor men¬ 
tioned that he was having 
the city attorney look at 
the open meetings law to 
see if the board of adjust¬ 
ment had violated it. Over 
three weeks ago, the board 
of adjustments had heard 
from a property owner on 
Adams Street who was 
interested in gaining a 
conditional use permit to 
harbor chickens. Accord¬ 
ing to Mayor Connelly, the 
chairman had requested 
that the meeting not be 
televised, which caused 
him to wonder if the open 
meeting law had been vio¬ 
lated since all meetings are 
traditionally televised. 

"I wondered if the delib¬ 
erate decision to not tele¬ 
vise it would contravene 
that procedural due pro¬ 
cess," Connelly said, who 
also expressed concerns 
that findings of fact were 
not brought out by the 
hearing. 

Johnson stated that the 
request had been turned 
down two times, and the 
only reason it was even an 
issue was because of one 
member of the board of ad¬ 
justments. "I feel like I'm 
being railroaded," Johnson 


stated, before leaving the 
chambers. 

Council member Jerry 
Little said he was con¬ 
cerned about the chicken 
ordinance, because when 
he voted for it he thought 
there was a clause where 
the neighbors had some 
power to keep the con¬ 
ditional use permit from 
going through. Council 
member Billy Wagers stat¬ 
ed that was why he voted 
against the chicken ordi¬ 
nance, because there was 
no language in the ordi¬ 
nance giving the neighbors 
the right of refusal. Mayor 
Connelly said that's why 
the council should look at 
the ordinance again. 

In the work session 
before council meeting, 
members heard from Pa¬ 
mela Slokowski and Terri 
Williams who have joined 
their organizations to¬ 
gether with one other to 
form C.A.R.E. (Coalition 
of Animal Rescue Efforts). 
The organization wanted 
the city council to consider 
putting aside some fund¬ 
ing for them, so they could 
expand their work of neu¬ 
tering and vaccinating free 
roaming cats in Berea. The 
City of Berea already gives 
a small amount of support 
to the Madison County An¬ 
imal Shelter to help fund 


an animal control officer 
because of dog problems 
from over a decade ago. 
C.A.R.E. has neutered 203 
cats so far. Burnside stated 
they should take some fu¬ 
ture time to consider the 
financial request. 

Dale VanWinkle of 
Codes and Planning and 
Chief Roy Curtis from the 
Berea Fire Department 
gave their 2011 year end 
reports to city council. 
VanWinkle reported that 
the total permits for 2011 
were 450. The year 2005 
had the highest number of 
permits issued with 655, 
with the highest number 
of new residences built in 
a six year period, but the 
slump hit in 2009 when 
permits issued dropped to 
400. Both the year 2010 and 
2011 have showed steady 
increase, however, which 
VanWinkle stated is prob¬ 
ably a sign that Berea is 
pulling out of the econom¬ 
ic downturn.

go home with some," Gil¬ 
bert said. 

Knapp and Crowden, 
along with creating the 
decorations for the eve¬ 
ning, are contributing art¬ 
ists and have pieces in 
the show. They are using 
paper as the theme and 
medium. "This year we 
wanted a theme that was 
more in line with an instal¬ 
lation art work. It's a large 
space, and we are limited 
by where we can and can¬ 
not hang decorations. Pa¬ 
per being such a diverse 
medium, we thought we 
could meet the needs of 
the event while also creat¬ 
ing structures that in them¬ 
selves could be considered 
artwork", Knapp stated. 
The two have been work¬ 
ing late nights and the 
weekends have them fold¬ 
ing, cutting, and gluing in 
a frantic pace to get every¬ 
thing ready by February 
25th. 

"It's a fine line between 
mass producing in order to 
meet the deadline, but also 
keeping enough unique¬ 


ness and variety to keep 
all the decorations visually 
engaging. We want people 
walking around and really 
enjoying the decorations 
as art. I'm curious to see if 
anyone takes a few center 
pieces home," Knapp said. 

Knapp's artwork up for 
auction is "Porn for Nar¬ 
cissus", a large photograph 
of the artist which has 
been signed hundreds of 
times. It was the result of 
a performance piece of the 
same name at Berea Coffee 
and Tea in which the artist 
watched himself on TV for 
three hours while repeat¬ 
edly signing the photo. 

Crowden has made a 
temari, a Japanese folk art 
which consists of embroi¬ 
dering geometric patterns 
across the surface of a large 
ball of thread. "The pat¬ 
tern I chose for this year's 
auction temari is called 
"Hito Hude-Gaki" which 
literally means one stroke 
brush. It is stitched on a 
spiral path but ultimately 
creates an interlocking net 
of stars across the entire 


surface." 

Crowden has been in¬ 
volved with the decora¬ 
tions for Chili Night Out 
for six years now. "The 
Arts Council at its core is 
all about encouraging the 
creation and appreciation 
of the arts. We want the 
decorations to reflect that 
as well. Every year we 
hope to craft an event that 
people eagerly anticipate 
and then provide them 
with a visual experience 
very different from what 
has previously been done." 

Sustainability still plays 
a role in Chili Night Out 
this year, as Berea College 
Agriculture students are 
again preparing the chili 
and breads. Many of the 
ingredients that go into the 
chili are out of season, such 
as the 220 lbs of tomatoes, 
plus the peppers, carrots, 
and celery, to name a few. 
According to Jessa Turner, 
office and farm marketing 
manager at Berea College, 
the amount of food grown 
at the college is not as high 
as they would like it to be. 


"However, we are still 
able to provide several key 
ingredients including the 
ground beef, garlic, corn- 
meal, butternut squash, 
eggs, and a portion of the 
tomatoes that we pre¬ 
served from last year's 
harvest just for Chili Night 
Out. There are also behind- 
the-scenes sustainability 
aspects that are included 
with the use of Berea Col¬ 
lege Farm products, like 
certified organic produce, 
pastured hens. Animal 
Welfare Approved beef. 
And we are also happy 
to again provide compost 
bins and compostable din- 
nerware which will be 
turned into compost that 
will be used for next year's 
vegetables."

the Berea College forests, 
and the Daniel Boone Na¬ 
tional Forest, Patterson 
has reason to care about 
the scary statistics of for¬ 
est fires in Kentucky, and 
specifically in Madison 
County. Last fall, over 100 
acres of Berea College for¬ 
est were burned when a 
brush fire around the Ow¬ 
sley Lake area got out of 
control. That same area 
burned the spring before. 
Those fire-damaged trees 
are currently being har¬ 
vested by Berea College. 

The true tragedy of the 
damage of wildfires, ac¬ 
cording to Patterson, is 
that 60 percent are consid¬ 
ered arson, with 99 percent 
caused by humans. Of the 
50 wildfires that have tak¬ 
en place in Kentucky so far 
this year, 33 were deter¬ 
mined to be arson. 

"Why anyone would 
want to intentionally start 


a forest fire; which can not 
only damage trees, but 
also threaten homes, busi¬ 
nesses, and even lives, is a 
good question," Patterson 
said. "The wanton burn¬ 
ing of the forest is nearly 
always detrimental to for¬ 
est, its wildlife, and to 
the property owners who 
stand to lose value when 
trees are irreversibly dam¬ 
aged." 

One of the largest forest 
fires in Berea took place 
in 1987, near Indian Fort; 
a fire that destroyed over 
600 acres. People who 
have hiked around the Pin¬ 
nacles can still see the scars 
of that fire on the path to¬ 
wards the East and West 
Pinnacles. Signs inform 
people of the historical fire, 
and the measures that are 
being taken by Berea Col¬ 
lege to reclaim the land. 

"The fire was determined 
to be arson, with three ig¬ 
nition points along High¬ 
way 21 near Indian Fort," 
Patterson said. "The fire 
swept up the Indian Fort 
slopes, and back down the 
other side of the moun¬ 


tain." 

Even 25 years later, Pat¬ 
terson confirmed, the for¬ 
est has not recovered from 
the destruction. The fire oc¬ 
curred in the summer, dur¬ 
ing a drought, so the hot 
fire killed not only most of 
the trees, but also burned 
up the organic humus soil 
layer. That soil will not ful¬ 
ly recover for decades. 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of For¬ 
estry, the spring wildfire 
season normally peaks in 
March and starts winding 
down in April. During 
these months, it is illegal to 
burn anything within 150 
feet of any woodland or 
brushland between 6 a.m. 
and 6 p.m. These daylight 
hours are when weather 
conditions are more like¬ 
ly to cause a wildfire to 
spread. 

Patterson pointed out 
that there are some reasons 
for burning the woods, 
such as promoting the re¬ 
generation of oak trees, but 
those types of burns need 
to be controlled by profes¬ 
sionals who can handle

Southern Upholds Strong FFA Tradition

Since the first year Madi¬ 
son Southern High opened 
its doors as the new school 
in Berea, the Future Farm¬ 
ers of America (FFA) has 
been an active chapter. 
Madison Southern was 
first bestowed the FFA 
chapter in 1989, and the 
chapter has been growing 
stronger every year. 

"We started the FFA with 
42 members," Wes Wil¬ 
liams said, the first agricul¬ 
tural teacher at Southern 
who worked to start the 
FFA chapter at the school. 
"I worked the halls pret¬ 
ty hard, getting kids in¬ 
volved." 

Williams taught at Madi¬ 
son Central in their agricul¬ 
tural program before trans¬ 
ferring to Southern when 
the school first opened. 
Since then. Southern's FFA 
chapter has eclipsed the 
mothership, with an equal 
or greater number of stu¬ 
dents signed up as Central, 
who tend to have a higher 
degree of involvement. 

Jan Choate, the treasurer 
of Madison Southern's FFA 
Alumni chapter, stated 
they enrolled their son in 
Southern even though he 
was out-of-district, spe¬ 
cifically because of the FFA 
chapter. 


Williams ran a one-man 
show at Southern for two 
years, teaching the agricul¬ 
ture classes and serving as 
agricultural advisor to the 
FFA chapter. As their num¬ 
bers increased, Brent Mun¬ 
cy was hired in 1991 and 
then Kevin Anderson a few 
years later. Altogether, the 
three of them teach 12 dif¬ 
ferent agricultural classes 
at Madison Southern with 
200 students 
currently signed 
up; half of those 
students are ac¬ 
tive FFA partici¬ 
pants, giving the 
chapter approxi¬ 
mately 100 par¬ 
ticipants. 

Williams, 

Muncy and 
Anderson have 
been able to 
divide up the classes ac¬ 
cording to their expertise, 
with Williams teaching 
the horticulture classes, 
Muncy taking on the more 
mechanical and techni¬ 
cal classes such as small 
engines and ag business 
and Anderson teaching 
the animal sciences. 

Williams stated that they 
had a jump in participa¬ 
tion when they added the 
greenhouse in 1992, which 
led to much more hands- 
on activities for the horti¬ 
culture classes. 


Officers in Southern's 
FFA Alumni chapter, who 
have children taking agri¬ 
cultural classes as well as 
participating in the FFA 
chapter, stated that the 
hands-on component is 
what makes it such a great 
program. 

"Once you get dirt un¬ 
derneath your fingernails, 
that's it," Bill Shearer said, 
who stated that their chil¬ 


dren were fifth generation 
farmers. "It runs deep. As 
a farmer you have to be a 
physician, weatherman, 
mechanic, you have to 
know and do a little bit of 
everything." 

"You get a lot of leader¬ 
ship qualities when you 
participate," Williams 
said. "We probably will 
not send out that many 
full-time farmers, or ones 
who will do it as their main 
role. But they gain so many 
great qualities when they 
participate." 


The National FFA states 
that the organization is, 
"dedicated to making a 
positive difference in the 
lives of students by devel¬ 
oping their potential for 
premier leadership, per¬ 
sonal growth and career 
success through agricul¬ 
tural education." This is 
a commitment that both 
the agricultural faculty 
at Madison Southern, as 
well as the 
alumni 
chapter, 
takes very 
seriously. 

Though 
most grad¬ 
uates of 
Southern's 
agricultur¬ 
al program 
won't be¬ 
come full¬ 
time farmers, many choose 
careers that are closely 
connected. Some may go 
into studying soil conser¬ 
vation, veterinary science 
or environmental science. 
Williams estimates they 
graduate three students 
every year that go on to 
major in some agricultural 
degree — approximately 50 
percent of the agricultural 
program's graduates. 

"We're blessed here with 
our FFA in general, the 
excellent advisors," Larry 
Lake said, the president of 


the FFA Alumni chapter. 

He related one incident 
where their son Matt, an 
agricultural student, called 
Williams while the family 
was with Matt's sister. 

"She told Matt, that just 
wasn't right for him to just 
call his teacher to talk," 
Lake said with amuse¬ 
ment. 

The agricultural pro¬ 
gram at Southern also as¬ 
sists with the other aca¬ 
demic programs in the 
school. Kids in agricul¬ 
tural classes will have the 
opportunity to use what 
they've learned in math 
and science, as they plant 
crops, calculate a business 
plan for a farm or consid¬ 
er animal ailments. Many 
subjects become more rel¬ 
evant to students when 
seen through the lens of 
agriculture. 

Parents in the alumni 
chapter see value in differ¬ 
ent parts of the program. 
Lisa Harrison, the vice- 
president of the alumni 
chapter, stated that the 
leadership development 
was important. Missy 
Lake added that it was 
such a close group in FFA, 
which gave the students 
an important community 
to participate in. Cho¬ 
ate remarked that her son
